From Our Reporter. 
PORVARLINGTON, Thursday. 

A special court ‘was held at Portatlington 
to-day before Mr. A. O'Donoghue, District 
Justice, when Miss Mary Jennings, of Bloom- 
ville House, (jeashill, and her estate manager, 
Patrick J. Glynn, were returned for trial to 
the Circuit Court on a charge of unlawfully 
and maliciously setting fire to Bloomville 
House, Offaly, with intent to defraud the 
Offaly County Council. Bloomville House is 
the property of Miss Jennings, 

Superintendent Sheridan, Civic Guard, 
Tullamore, condu the prosecution, and 
Mr. A. H. Turpin, solicitor, Maryborough, 
appeared for both prisoners, 

A number of depositions had already been 
taken in the case, and much public interest 
was taken in the proceedings. 

THE CLAIM FOR COMPENSATION. 

Sergeant Hickey, who had previously made 
a deposition in the case, stated that he re- 
ceived a notice of a claim for compensation 
by Miss Jennings. Tha case was called at 
Tullamore Circuit Court on Saturday last, but 
in ate age of these proceedings it was 
adjourned. Miss Jennings reported that fire- 
arms—two old-fashioned duelling pistols— 
were missing. He arrested Miss Jennings on 
the 16th May, and she made no stafement. 

The witness was not cross-examined. 

CONCEALED GUARDS. 

Detective Sergeant Mullany, Tullamore, 
stated that he went to Miss Jennings’s house 
on the 4th May. In the library he found the 
two duelling pistols (produced). The witness 
and other Guards went to Miss Jennings s 
house on the 7th May and concealed them- 
selves at the rear: He heard the depositions 
of Guards Whelan and Walsh, and they were 
correct. On the 9th May they again went to 
Miss Jennings’s house. Guards Whelan and 
Walsh went up a ladder and the witness re- 
mained on the ground. He did not hear the 
conversation that went on because he was not 
in a position to hear ... 

Cross-examined by Mr. Turpin—You did 
not tell us where you got the pistols? 

Witness—They were concealed in 
books. 

Mr, Turpin—Where were the books*‘—On a 
book-shelf.

Miss 
Jennings said that she would go across the 
field to the house, and Glynn told her to go 
around the avenue, that she might be shot 
going across the field. 

Cross-examined—His house is more than 
a quarter of a mile from Bloomville. There 
were some hedges between them, and if there 
was a fire in the diningroom portion of 
Bloomville he might not have seen it. He 
could not say if Glynn was wearing a collar 
and tie; but he was wearing light shoes, 
which he took off a couple of times to dry. 

“ PUT OUT BY RAIDERS.” 

Mrs. Kate Dunne, Gurteenard, stated that 
on the morning of the fire she was awakened 
at about 6 o'clock, old time, by a knocking 
at her door. Having called her daughter, 
the witness asked who was there, and a voice 
said something about the house having been 
burned or burning. The witness opened the 
door and admitted Miss Jennings and Glynn. 
Miss Jennings said that she was put out of 
her house by raiders the night before, and 
she told of the hardships that she had 
suffered. The witness offered Miss Jennings 
a coat, but she declined to take it, remarking 
that “the raiders promised to leave some 
things out.” The witness went up to the 
house about an hour afterwards, and took 
some water. Before coming away she looked 
into the diningroom, where she saw smoke 
and heard timber crackling. She did not 
see any bedding on the middle of the floor. 

Cross-examined by Mr. ‘lurpin—Miss 
Jennings looked very cold and frightened. 
When the witness went to the house she saw 
Miss Jennings taking water in a bucket; She 
saw Glynn putting out an empty bucket. 
He took a bucket of water from the witness. 
Glynn had his coat off and appeared to be 
very warm. The witness saw a bed-tick 
which was partly burned. She did not see 
chairs or curtains burning. 

BAIL ALLOWED. 

This closed the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion, and Superintendent Sheridan asked to 
have both of the defendants returned for 
trial. 

Mr. Turpin asked to have Glynn admitted 
to bail. e said that there was no reason 
to think that Mr. Glynn would not appear 
to stand his trial. Miss Jennings was already 
on bail. 

Superintendent Sheridan, opposing bail in 
the case of Glynn, said that he described 
himself as ' agent and manager for Miss 
Jennings.” “What is he agent and manager 
of?” asked the Superintendent. ‘‘ What is 
there to manage’?

DRUMCONDRA HOSPITAL. 
GOOD WORK MAINTAINED. 


At the annual meeting of the Drumcondra 
Hospital, Whitworth road, Dublin, yesterday, 
Canon F. W. Greer, M.A., read the report 
of the Committee, which stated that the 
work of the hospital in all departments had 
been well maintained. The debit balance had 
been considerably reduced. 

The report of the Medical Board was read 
by Dr, E. M. Fannin. 522 cases had been 
treated in the wards, of which 505 had been 
admitted during the year. The extern dis- 
pensaries had ban attended by over 2,000 
persons during the year. 

Dr. Horace Law, in moving the adoption 
of the report, congratulated the Committee 
m the very excellent way in which they had 
managed the affairs of the hospital. 

Speaking on the finances of the hospital, 
he said that 60 per cent. of the money in a 
hospital's financial account to-day came from 
paying —_. or patients who were paid 
for. bout 16 per cent. came from sub- 
scribers and from the Hospitals’ Sunday 
Fund. He was very pleased to note the 
contribution given by the employés of the 
Dublin Dockyard Company. The workers, 
he said, were beginning to realise that the 
hospitals did not belong to the rich; but to 
the people who needed them, and they had 
recognised the fact that they ought to help 
and support the hospitals. 


A DIFFICULTY. 

That hospital, as well as other hospitals, 
was, he said, very hard pressed by reason 
of industrial accidents and illness cases, for 
which no proper provision was made by the 
Government. Under the Employers’ Liability 
Act workers, when insured, were entitled to 
payment of money during the period of their 
incapacity from work; but that had to go to 
support their families, and no money was 
paid to them while in hospital. It was a 
matter for the public as to whether this 
burden should be taken off the hospital. He 
suggested that employers should insure 
against it. It would not add more than five 
per cent. to their insurance premiums. This 
would settle the whole question. 

The Rev. A. H. Macpherson seconded. 

The Chairman (Captain G. L. Poé. R.N.), 
paid “a tribute to the Superintendent, Miss 
Neill, and the nursing staffs. The devotion 
of the doctors, he said, always had called for 
his greatest admiration. 

The reports were adopted.

The combination 
which King George had feared was suc- 
cessful: ‘‘ Judge, therefore, of the uneasi- 
ness of my mind at having been thwarted 
in every attempt to keep the administra- 
tion of public affairs out of the hands 
of the most unprincipled Coalition that 
this or any nation can equal.’’ Ominously, 
in view of what happened afterwards, he 
wrote: ‘‘I trust the eyes of the nation 
will soon be opened, as my sorrow may 
prove fatal to my health, if I remain in 
this thraldom.’’ On two occasions. lie 
drafted messages abdicating the throne. 

The famous Gordon riots took place in 
London at the end of May, 1780. Lord 
Stormont told the king that the outbreak 
was ‘‘a deep-laid revolt, and upon a fixed 
plan.” Sir John Fortescue thinks that 
they really were not organised by “‘ the 
ridiculous Lord George Gordon,’’ but that 
they were ‘‘financed by unscrupulous 
persons with revolutionary designs.’’ He 
says, in his introduction to the corre- 
spondence, that “ the scum of every great 
city requires to be shot down from time to 
time ’’—a remark which shows an unfor- 
tunate lack of suavity in a historical 
commentator. 

The crisis in Ireland, with Grattan the 
central figure, was coming to a head at 
this period. ‘The country,” Lord 
Temple, the Viceroy, wrote to King 
George, was ‘“‘in a ferment on a constitu- 
tional question.’’ An interesting trensac- 
tion, which we do not remember reading 
of elsewhere, was reported to the king, on 
secret information, by Lord Stormont. He 
had heard that Irish delegates were in 
Paris, and had been received by Louis 
XVI., ‘‘ who propose that Ireland shall 
be an independent kingdom and that there 
shall be a sort of Parliament but no kinz: 
that the Protestant religion shall still ve 
the established religion of the country, 
but that the Roman Catholics shal! lave 
the fullest toleration. The delegates are 
closely in touch with Franklin.’ 6

“ YOUTH GOES EAST.”’ 


7 May of last year the Earl of Cardigan 

with his wife and a friend, all three 
eager for adventure as befitted their youth 
—their united ages did not exceed sixty- 
three years—embarked on a motoring tour 
through Eastern Europe, with far-away 
Constantinople the turning point. 

They carried it through. At least he 
did; for Lady Cardigan aud the friend 
left for home by train when the famous 
city on the Bosphorus was reached, and a 
military friend — him company on the 
return journey. Now he tells the story 
of the trip in “ Youth Goes Kast,” inci- 
dentally his first literary essay, and tells 
it well. The tour was a success as far as 
incident, variety of scene and general 
experience was concerned, but at its close 
he remarks: 

1 hardly know whether we were glad or sorry 
to think that our long trek had come at last to 
an end. Personally, 1 had been at the wheel on 
and off for almost exactly two months, and the 
business of driving during the greater part of that 
time had been Tar from casy,. J doubt if 1 could 
ever grow really tired of motoring, but eight 
thousand miles of Continental road work is un- 
deniably something of a strain. 1 am guilty of 
no *xaggeration when ] say that twenty miles in 
Poland or Macedonia is the equivalent of one 
hundred miles in England. 

Similarly, although the free and easy life of a 
mechanical nomad in those wild but lovely 
mountainous countries which we call the Balkans 
is one that must ever appeal to the restless spirit 
of adventure, it would be folly to underrate the 
value of the English (or flealess) bed as a fitting 
climax to a long and tiring day. Reoast beef may 
be a poor substitute for romance; yet there comes 
a time when the.true patriot, exiled willingly or 
of necessity to foreign lands. yearns secretly for 
the homely fragrance of his Sunday joint. : 
Probably when the author was looking 
back he marvelled at the vast difference 
that was between anticipation and reality. 
He had gone through the mill, which 
every motorist who undertakes a conti- 
nental tour must pass.

The first stage is the conception of the 
trip. The next is the purchase of maps 
and the laying out of the route. The third 
is the test of reality. When the trial 
comes there is then made the discovery 
that maps can be fallacious, at least mis- 
leading, things. Next that popular con- 
ception of what roads are, vary 
enormously, and do so according to the 
ideas and wealth of the countries that are 
being traversed. Thirdly, that people of 
wild countries, like the Balkan States, 
cannot understand motoring for pleasure, 
and it may have to be explained to them 
as part of the eccentricity or madness of 
the Englishman. (Most useful idea that, 
the author suggests, never try to dispel it.) 
Fourthly, the strain of travel day in day 
out, even in a motor car, can be a burden, 
and over bad roads a regular nightmare. 
Reality, in fact, has dozens of tricks up 
its sleeve, as most of us discover in our 
passage through life. 

The qualifications of the author’s party 
for the trip were: first the car, a 15-9 
Morris-Oxford, and next their own youth. 
Add to that some knowledge of French and 
a smattering of German words. An in- 
valuable ability to cook on the part of 
Lady Cardigan cannot be overlooked, and 
she also could take a spell at the wheel at 


a pinch.

This book thus gives an invaluable

If you read 
“Youth Goes East’’ you will never 
grumble again at anyone, even at the vory 
worst, of your own roads. You will 
recognise that you do not know the depths 
which pot-holes can reach. A photograph 
reproduced, however, will convince you ; 
for it shows a hoie hiding a man from 
nearly his armpits down. Perhaps, you 
will agree with Lord Cardigan'’s summinz 
up, after all, that we are very well off at

EXPERT HELP FOR NOVICES. 


NE would have thought that the-e was 
no room on the golfer’s bookshelf for 
another work dealing with the royal and 
ancient game; but Mr. H. B. Martin did 
not View the matter in that light. He 
decided to Yive golfers something novel, 
and succeeded. His book, “ Pictorial 
Golf,’’ ranks as one of the most interest- 
ing and instructive of the hundreds of 
books which hav2 been published for the 
enlightenment and instruction of the 
golfing “ duffer’’ and golfing “ star.” 
Deep studies of the game for the most 
‘part, the majority of the predecessors of 
“Pictorial Golf,” were illustrated by 
‘\posed ” photographs, which conveyed 
little or nothing to the reader, so far as 
the actual playing of the strokes is con- 
cerned ; but the camera man had nothing 
to do with the production of Mr. Martin’s 
book. The illustrations were all drawn 
by the author, any one of whose sketches 
conveys more to the tyro than would a 
dozen ‘‘snaps.’’ So lucid are these 
sketches than the man or woman who 
never played golf, who knows nothing 
whatever of the game, will derive from a 
study of them a very clever idea of what 
golf is like and how it is played, the

like. The text is admirably written, the 
explanations being just as lucid as the 
drawings. 

The author, however, like all writers of 
such works, clearly draws on his imagina- 
tion, as, for instance, when explaining the 
“- pinch ' shot, he shows us how to squeeze 
the ball as we would a grape, the edge of 
the club head being shown as having 
gone almost through the ball. Again, le 
illustrates how the ball is flattened out 
against the face of the club at the instant 
of impact. He also indicates the manner 
in which the ball should be hit to produce 
back-spin and perfect contro] with the 
mashie, iron and driver. With the 
mashie we are, apparently, to thump the 
ball at a spot a little above the middle; 
with the iron we are to aim the smallest 
fraction of an inch lower; and the pro- 
cedure with the driver is to get the ball 
somewhere about the middle. One who 
has not reached the “plus 4”’ mark in 
golf, on looking at these diagrams, will 
shudder when thinking what would 
happen to his new half-crown’s worth 
every time he tried to bring down the sole 
of the club on it in the manner pre- 
scribed. In mine cases out of ten, so far 
as the average golfer is concerned, it would 
mean putting down another ball. How do 
these experts arrive at the conclusion that 
the golf ball, one of the hardest balls 
made, is flattened out by the impact? 

The majority of the professionals tell us 
that we are to have the weight well down 
on the heels at the address; Abe Mitchell 
insists on if being on the toes; James 
Braid, writing of the ‘‘ explosion ’’ shot 
in the bunker, wants the club head to be 
driven into the sand and to remain there ; 
Mr. Martin advises us to get the club- 
head right up; George Duncan and Dr. J. 
D. MacCormack contend ‘‘ it is all in the 
legs—get the leg movements right and 
little will go wrong ;’’ Mr. Martin argues 
that the swing is the thing that counts; 
that one need not trouble unduly about 
hitting the ball so long as he gets the 
swing into the right groove. Most of the 
professionals consider it inadvisable to 
follow through in the rough; Mr. Martin 
thinks otherwise. Between them all one 
is inclined to be confused. Perhaps, 
after all, the soundest theory of the lot 
was that of our own Michael Moran: 
‘* Here’s a ball; let’s hit it!” 

Despite all these conflicting opinions 
and arguments, however, “ Pictorial 
Golf’’. is one of the soundest works on 
the game that have been published.

Mr. Donaghy certainly has a sensitive 
instinct for beauty, and not beauty of 
words alone. Unlike most of our rebels 
against metrical confinement, he is no 
champion of ugliness ; there is in his verse 
nothing subversive of the ordinary 
standards of life. Although we cannot 


thought, or to wring lucidity from some 
of his ‘more obscure language, we can 
recognise in his images the ancient beauty. 
He loves. the conifer that tops the mist at 
dawn, the apples and wild rose of Eden, 
the marshalled clouds of evening. He is hot 
content with fair images; he has a philo- 
sophic bent, and knows what it is, in con- 
templation, to be ‘‘drunk with peace.’’ 
He can say a fine thing; he can speak of 
the coward as him “ to whom the unpass- 
able hurdle is world’s limit,” and of the 
sensualist as one who inhabits a “ rat’s 
nest,” his ‘‘ sufficient palace.’’ He has a 
bolder vision than most of our young poets, 
although it is too abstract, too little of 
the sensuous earth. 

Mr. Donaghy’s book is to be welcomed 
with reserve. A poet who has not matured 
his medium, and whose ambitious imaqina- 
tion is not yet informed by experience, 
would do well to withhold his experiments 
from public cireulation. In “ The City” 
Mr. Donaghy gives us a sort of miniature 
Divine Comedy ; but this is a theme beyond 
the due compass of a young poet. There 
is fine sensibility in such lines as these:

Mr. Donaghy 
evidently has been generously moved, but 
to dash down words like rough impressions 
is not to communicate his vision to his 
reader. Let him compare his verse on 
Mutability (‘‘ your tarnish is upon all 
bright things ”) with Spenser’s golden and 
unforgettable stanzas on the same theme, 
to learn how thought gains in poignancy 
from perfection of musical expression.

EVIDENCE. 


From Qur Reporter. 
PORVARLINGTON, Phursday. 
A special court ‘was held at Porta:lington 
to-day before Mr. A. O'Donoghue, District 
Justice, when Miss Mary Jennings, of Bloom- 


| ville House, Geashill, and her estate manager, 


Patrick J. Glynn, were returned for tral to 
the Circuit Court on a charge of unlawfully 
and maliciously setting fire to Bloomville 
House, Offaly, with intent to defraud the 
Offaly County Covncil. Bloomville House is 
the property of Miss Jennings. 

Superintendent Sheridan, Civic Guard, 
Tullamore, conducted the prosecution, and 
Mr. A. H. Turpin, solicitor, Maryborough, 
appeared for both prisoners. 

A number of depositions had already been 
taken in the case, and much public interest 
was taken in the proceedings. 

THE CLAIM FOR COMPENSATION. 

Sergeant Hickey, who had previously made 
a deposition in the case, stated that he re- 
ceived a notice of a claim for compensation 
by Miss Jennings. Tha case was called at 
Tullamore Circuit Court on Saturday last, but 
in consequence of these proceedings it was 
adiobeusd. Miss Jennings reported that fire- 
arms—two old-fashioned duelling pistols— 
were missing. He arrested Miss Jennings on 
the 16th May, and she made no stafement. 

The witness was not cross-examined. 

CONCEALED GUARDS. 

Detective Sergeant Mullany, Tullamore, 
stated that he went to Miss Jennings’s house 
on the 4th May. In the library he found the 
two duelling pistols (produced). The witness 
and other Guards went to Miss Jennings s 
house on the 7th May and concealed them- 
selves at the rear: He heard the depositions 
of Guards Whelan and Walsh, and they were 
correct. On the 9th May they again went to 
Miss Jennings’s house. Guards Whelan and 
Walsh went up a ladder and the witness re- 
mained on the ground. He did not hear the 
conversation that went on because he was not 
in a position to hear w. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Turpin—You did 
not tell us where you got the pistols? 

Witness—They were concealed in 
books. 

Mr. Turpin—Where were the books *’—On a 
book-shelf. 

An open book-shelf?!—Yes. 

What kind of books were they—large or 
small’—Large books. 

Do you mean that they were in the books? 
—No; they were behind the books. 

Further cross-examined, he said that Guard 
Whelan was the first to go up the ladder. 
They were about three-quarters of an hour 
near the house. The witness did not hear the 
conversation between Glynn and Miss 
Jennings, partly because he was too far away, 
and also because of cerncrakes in a meadow 
about a hundred yards awav. 

MISSING £10 NOTES. 

John Foy, an assistant at Messrs. Williams’s 
shop, Geashill, stated that on the Sth of May 
Glyim came into the shop about 11 a.m. 
Witness had a conversation with him about 
the burning. “He told me,” said witness. 
“that he had four £10 notes in a box nn his 
room before the raiders came, but that he had 
not seen the notes since.”’ 

The witness was not cross-examined. 

: BURNING REPORTED. 

Edward Quinn, a farmer, from Ballyma- 
crossan, stated that about 2 a.m., old time, 
on the 4th May, Glynn came and knocked at 
a window of his house and called him. The 
witness got out of bed and came down stairs. 

Superintendent Sheridan—What did he say 
to you’—The first thing that he said was: 
“The blackguards are after setting Bloom- 
ville on fire.’ He then asked me if I would 
let Miss Jennings in as she was cold. I let 
the two of them in. I lit a fire and they 
both sat down. I went out after a time and 
looked towards Bloomville-House, and I could 
see no sign of anything. 

Did either of them say anything about what 

part of the house was on fire’—Both of them 
said the ground floor. 
_ Pell us what Miss Jennings told yeu about 
it?--She said that she heard knocking at the 
door, and that when she went to call Mr. 
Glynn she heard windows breaking, and that 
she never felt anything until three men were 
in her room. 

Did she describe these men ?-—She said that 
they were two tall men and a small man. 

ind she say how they treated her?—She 
said that two of them were very kind. 

What else did she say ’—She said that they 
told her to get out, and that she asked what 
they were going to do with her, and they 
said that they were not going to harm her. 

What condition was Miss Jennings in at 
the time ’—She was poorly dressed and seemed 
to be a bit knocked about. 

A PRESENT OF A PIPE, 

Did Glynn ask you for anything ‘—He asked 
for a pipe of tobacco. I gave it to him, and 
he made me a present of a pipe, which he 
took from his left coat-pocket. 

What did he say to you’—He said that he 
had a lot of pipes; and he “knackered’’ 
three or four of them before he left the 
house. 

What do you mean by “‘ knackered ’’—is it 
pinched’—-No, but took. (Laughter.) 

Was there any talk about the house being 
imsured’—Yes; Miss Jennings said that it 
was insured for £4,000. 

Did Glyun say anything ’—He said that she 
might let the insurance alone, and go for the 
County Council, 

Replying to further questions, the witness 
said that his two sons were in the house with 
him that night, but they were not asked 
by Miss Jennings or Glynn to go to Bloom- 
ville. When Miss Jennings and Glynn were 
leaving his house at about 5 a.m., Miss 
Jennings said that she would go across the 
field to the house, and Glynn told her to go 
around the avenue, that she might be shot 
going across the field. 

Cross-examined—His house is more than 
a quarter of a mile from Bloomville. There 
were some hedges between them, and if there 
was a fire in the diningroom portion of 
Bloomville he might not have seen it. He 
could not say if Glynn was wearing a collar 
and tie; but he was wearing light shoes, 
which he took off a couple of times to dry. 

“ PUT OUT BY RAIDERS.” 

Mrs. Kate Dunne, Gurteenard, stated that 
on the morning of the fire she was awakened 
at about 6 o'clock, old time, by a knocking 
at her door. Having called her daughter, 
the witness asked who was there, and a voice 
said something about the house having been 
burned or burning. The witness opened the 
door and admitted Miss Jennings and Glynn. 
Miss Jennings said that she was put out of 
her house by raiders the night before, and 
she told of the hardships that she had 
suffered. The witness offered Miss Jennings 
a coat, but she declined to take it, remarking 
that “the raiders promised to leave some 
things out.’’ The witness went up to the 
house about an hour afterwards, and took 
some water. Lefore coming away she looked 
into the diningroom, where she saw smoke 
and heard timber crackling. She did not 
see any bedding on the middle of the floor. 

Cross-examined by Mr. ‘lurpin—Miss 
Jennings looked very cold and frightened. 
When the witness went to the house she saw 
Miss Jennings taking water in a bucket; She 
saw Glynn putting out an empty bucket. 
He took a bucket of water from the witness. 
Glynn had his coat off and appeared to be 
very warm. The witness saw a tick 
which was partly burned. She did not see 
chairs or curtains burning. 

BAIL ALLOWED. 

This closed the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion, and Superintendent Sheridan asked to 
Ma both oí the defendanta returned for 
trial. 

Mr. ae asked to have Glynn admitted 
to bail. e said that there was no reason 
to think that Mr. Glynn would not appear 
to stand his trial. Miss Jennings was already 
on bail. 

Superintendent Sheridan, opposing bail in 
the case of Glynn, said that he descri 
himself as ' agent and manager for Miss 
Jennings.” “ What is he agent and manager 
of?” asked the Superintendent. ‘‘ What is 
there to manage’ A derelict farm—well, 
there are a few hens there, but that is all.”’ 
Continuing, he said that the Civic Guard 
helieved that the course of justice would be 
interfered with if Glynn was admitted to bail, 

The District Justice said that he was taking 
a good deal upon himself in acceding to Mr. 
Turpin’s application, but, having read over 
the depositions, he would admit Glynn to 
bail on his getting two independent solvent 
securities of £ each. Miss Jennings would 
be allowed out on the same bail as hitherto—

DRUMCONDRA HOSPITAL. 
GOOD WORK MAINTAINED. 


At the annual meeting of the Drumcondra 
Hospital, Whitworth road, Dublin, yesterday, 
Canon F. W. Greer, M.A., read the report 
of the Committee, which stated that the 
work of the hospital in all departments had 
been well maintained. The debit balance had 
been considerably reduced. | 

The report of the Medical Board was read 
by Dr. E. M. Fannin. 522 cases had been 
treated in the wards, of which 505 had been 
admitted during the year. The extern dis- 
pensaries had is attended by over 2,000 
persons during the year. 

Dr. Horace Law, in moving the adoption 
of the report, congratulated the Committee 
go the very excellent way in which they had 
managed the affairs of the hospital. 

Speaking on the finances a the hospital, 
he said that 60 per cent. of the money ‘in a 
hospital’s financial account to-day came from 
paying i Na? or patients who were paid 
for. About 16 per cent. came from sub- 
scribers and from the Hospitals’ Sunday 
Fund. He was very pleased to note the 
contribution given by the employés of the 
Dublin Dockyard Company. The workers, 
he said, were beginning to realise that the 
hospitals did not belong to the rich; but to 
the people who needed them, and they had 
recognised the fact that they ought to help 
and support the hospitals. 


A DIFFICULTY. 

That hospital, as well as other hospitals, 
was, he said, very hard pressed by reason 
of industrial accidents and illness cases, for 
which no proper provision was made by the 
Government. Under the Employers’ Liability 
Act workers, when insured, were entitled to 
payment of money during the period of their 
incapacity from work; but that had to go to 
support their families, and no money was 
paid to them while in hospital. It was a 
matter for the public as to whether this 
burden should be taken off the hospital. He 
suggested that employers should insure 
against it. It would not add more than five 
per cent. to their insurance premiums. This 
would settle the whole question. 

The Rev. A. H. Macpherson seconded. 

The Chairman (Captain G. L. Poé, R.N.), 
paid a tribute to the Superintendent, Miss 
Neill, and the nursing staffs. The devotion 
of the doctors, he said, always had called for 
his greatest admiration. 

The reports were adopted.

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LETTERS OF GEORGE III. 


THE PERSONALITY OF THE 


KING. 

HE last two volumes of the corre- 

spondence of King George II1. deal 
with the final stages of the American War 
and with the making of peace. They con- 
tain, as we should expect, material of con- 
siderable value, which must be taken into 
account by future historians of the period, 
The personality of the king, as revealed in 
his letters and minutes, again strikes the 
unbiassed reader very favourably. His 
standards of honour and _ patriotism 
obviously were very much higher than 
those of the majority of his Ministers or 
of his eldest son—‘‘ an ill-advised. young: 
man.” He did not possess a commanding 
intellect, but he was competent and 
amazingly hard-working. : 

He hated the Whigs, and blamed them, 
not without reason, for the military 
disasters in Ainerica. Dunning had 
carried a motion in the House olf 
Commons ‘‘ that the power of the Crown 
had increased, is increasing, and ought 
to be diminished.’’ The combination 
which King George had feared was suc- 
cessful: ‘‘ Judye, therefore, of the uneasi- 
ness of my mind at having been thwarted 
in every attempt to keep the administra- 
tion of public affairs out of the hands 
of the most unprincipled Coalition that 
this or any nation can equal.’’ Ominously, 
in view of what happened afterwards, he 
wrote: “I trust the eyes of the nation 
will soon be opened, as my sorrow may 
prove fatal to my health, if 1 remain in 
this thraldom.’’ On two occasions. lie 
drafted messages abdicating the throne. 

The famous Gordon riots took place in 
London at the end of May, 1780. Lord 
Stormont told the king that the outbreak 
was “ a deep-laid revolt, and upon a fixed 
plan.” Sir John Fortescue thinks that 
they really were not organised by “ the. 
ridiculous Lord George Gordon,’’ but that 
they were ‘‘ financed by unscrupulous 
persons with revolutionary designs.’’ He 
says, in his introduction to the corre- 
spondence, that ‘‘ the scum of every great 
city requires to be shot down from time to 
time ’’—a remark which shows an unfor- 
tunate lack of suavity in a historical 
commentator. 

The crisis in Ireland, with Grattan the 
central figure, was coming to a head at 
this period. “The country,” Lord 
Temple, the Viceroy, wrote to King 
George, was ‘‘in a ferment on a constitu- 
tional question.’’ An interesting transac- 
tion, which we do not remember reading 
of elsewhere, was reported to the king, on 
secret information, by Lord Stormont. He 
had heard that Irish delegates were in 
Paris, and had been received by Louis 
XVI., ‘‘ who propose that Ireland shall 
be an independent kingdom and that there 
shall be a sort of Parliament but no kinz: 
that the Protestant religion shall still ve 
the established religion of the country, 
but that the Roman Catholics shal! lave 
the fullest toleration. The delegates are 
closely in touch with Franklin.”’ 16

“ YOUTH GOES EAST.”’

| N May of last year the Earl of Cardigan 

with his wife and a friend, all three 
eager for adventure as befitted their youth 
—their united ages did not exceed sixty- 
three years—embarked on a motoring tour 
through Eastern Europe, with far-away 
Constantinople the turning point. 

They carried it through. At least he 
did; for Lady Cardigan and the friend 
left for home by train when the famous 
city on the Bosphorus was reached, and a 
military friend ig him company on the 
return journey. Now he tells the story 
of the trip in “ Youth Goes East,’’ inci- 
dentally his first literary essay, and tells 
it well. The tour was a success as far as 
incident, variety of scene and general 
experience was concerned, but at its close 
he remarks: 

1 hardly know whether we were glad or sorry 
to think that our long trek had come at last to 
an end. Personally, 1 had been at the wheel on 
and off for almost exactly two months, and the 
business of driving during the greater part of that 
time had been far from casy. I doubt if 1 could 
ever grow really tired of motoring, but eight 
thousand miles of Continental road work is un- 
deniably something of a strain. I am guilty of 
no exaggeration when 1 say that twenty miles in 
Poland or Macedonia is the equivalent of one 
hundred miles in England. i 

Similarly, although the free and easy life of a 
inechanical nomad in those wild but lovely 
mountainous countries which. we call the Balkans 
is one that must ever appeal to the restless spirit 
of adventure, it would be folly to underrate the 
value of the English (or flealess) bed as a fitting 
climax to a long and tiring day. Roast beef may 
be a poor substitute for remance; vet there comes 
a time when the true patriot, exiled willingly or 
of necessity to foreign lands, yearns secretly for 
the homely fragrance of his Sunday joint. 
Probably when the author was looking 
back he marvelled at the vast difference 
that was between anticipation and reality. 
He had gone through the mill, which 
every motorist who undertakes a conti- 
nental tour must pass.

The first stage is the conception of the 
trip. The next is the purchase of maps 
and the laying out of the route. The third 
is the test of reality. When the trial 
comes there is then made the discovery 
that maps can be fallacious, at least mis- 
leading, things. Next that popular con- 
ception of what roads are, vary 
enormously, and do so according to the 
ideas and wealth of the countries that are 
being traversed. Thirdly, that people of 
wild countries, like the Balkan States, 
cannot understand motoring for pleasure, 
and it may have to be explained to them 
as part of the eccentricity or madness of 
the Englishman. (Most useful idea that, 
the author suggests, never try to dispel it.) 
Fourthly, the strain of travel day in day 
out, even in a motor car, can be a burden, 
and over bad roads a regular nightmare. 
Reality, in fact, has dozens of tricks up 
its sleeve, as most of us discover in our 
passage through life. 

The qualifications of the author’s party 
for the trip were: first the car, a 15-9 
Morris-Oxford, and next their own youth. 
Add to that some knowledge of French and 
a smattering of German words. An in- 
valuable ability to cook on the part of 
Lady Cardigan cannot be overlooked, and 
she also could take a spell at the wheel at 


a pinch.

Nine or ten different countries had 


to be passed through. and here was a 
problem in itself. Think what it means, 
nine different frontiers to be negotiated, 
each with its officials and laws and 
customs, and all that sort of thing, each 
land with its own language and ideas, 
some with strange alphabets, some even 
with the world’s universal language, by 
signs and so forth, reversed. In Bulgaria, 
for example, they were in trouble until it 
was discovered that a shake of the bead 
represented the affirmative and a nod a 
negative. A touch of topsy-turvydom, was 
it not? And sometimes it is as difficult 
to get out of as get into a country. All 
this was part of the day's work on their 
tour. 

This book thus gives an invaluable 
glimpse at the road life of Eastern 
Europe, and life on the road and in 
villages and towns is nearer to that of a 
country than the impression one obtains of 
it in the big cities. If you read 
“Youth Goes East’’ you will never 
grumble again at anyone, even at the very 
worst, of your own roads. You will 
recognise that you do not know the depths 
which pot-holes can reach. A photograph 
reproduced, however, will convince you ; 
for it shows a hoie hiding a man from 
nearly his armpits down. Perhaps, you 
will agree with Lord Cardigan’s summing 
up, after all, that we are very well off at

()*e would have thought that the-e was 
no room on the golfer’s bookshelf for 
another work dealing with the royal and 
ancient game; but Mr. H. B. Martin did 
not view the matter in that light. He 
decided to Yive golfers something novel, 
and su ed. His book, “ Pictorial 
Golf,’’ ranks as one of the most interest- 
ing and instructive of the hundreds of 
books which have been published for the 
enlightenment and instruction of the 
golfing “ duffer’’ and golfing “ star.” 
Deep studies of the game for the most 
part, the majority of the predecessors of 
‘Pictorial Golf,” were illustrated by 
‘posed ’’ photographs, which conveyed 
little or nothing to the reader, so far as 
the actual playing of the strokes is con- 
cerned ; but the camera man had nothing 
to do with the production of Mr. Martin’s 
book. The illustrations were all drawn 
by the author, any one of whose sketches 
conveys more to the tyro than would a 
dozen ‘‘snaps.’’ So lucid are these

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like. The text is admirably written, the 
explanations being just’ as lucid as the 
drawings. 

The author, however, like all writers of 
such works, clearly draws on his imagina- 
tion, as, for instance, when explaining the 
“ pinch ' shot, he shows us how to squeeze 
the ball as we would a grape, the edge of 
the club head being shown as having 
gone almost through, the ball. Again, le 
illustrates how the ball is flattened out 
against the face of the club at the instant 
of impact. He also indicates the manner 
in which the ball should be hit to produce 
back-spin and perfect contro] with the 
mashie, iron and driver. With the 
mashie we are, apparently, to thump the 
ball at a spot a little above the middle; 
with the iron we are to aim the smallest 
fraction of an inch lower; and the pro- 
cedure with the driver is to get the ball 
somewhere about the middle. One who 
has not reached the “plus 4” mark in 
golf, on looking at these diagrams, will 
shudder when thinking what would 
happen to his new half-crown’s worth 
every time he tried to bring down the sole 
of the club on it in the manner pre- 
scribed. In nine cases out of ten, so far 
as the average golfer is concerned, it would 
mean putting down another ball. How do 
these experts arrive at the conclusion that 
the golf ball, one of the hardest balls 
made, is flattened out by the impact? 

The majority of the professionals tell us 
that we are to have the weight well down 
on the heels at the address; Abe Mitchell 
insists on if being on the toes; James 
Braid, writing of the ‘‘ explosion ” shot 
in the bunker, wants the club head to be 
driven into the sand and to remain there; 
Mr. Martin advises us to get the club- 
head right up; George Duncan and Dr. J. 
D. MacCormack contend ‘it is all in the 
legs—get the leg movements right and 
little will go wrong;’’ Mr. Martin argues 
that the swing is the thing that counts; 
that one need not trouble unduly about 
hitting the ball so long as he gets the 
swing into the right groove. Most of the 
professionals consider it inadvisable to 
follow through in the rough; Mr. Martin 
thinks otherwise. Between them all one 
is inclined to be confused. Perhaps, 
after all, the soundest theory of the lot 
was that of our own Michael Moran: 
‘* Here’s a ball; let’s hit it!” 

Despite all these conflicting opinions 
and arguments, however, “ Pictorial 
Golf” is one of the soundest works on 
the game that have been published. Its 
very simplicity appeals to all, and, as 
we have said, the illustrations provide us 
with something new and many an interest- 
ing study. We cordially recommend the 
book to our golfing readers. The author 
consulted several of the leading English 
and American professionals, whose 
opinions are well worth having, and he 
has given us a work that is excellent value 
for the money.

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AN IRISH POET.-~ 


HE youngest of our Irish poets turns 
to “ free verse’’_as his medium, and 
gives us thirteen Curious compositions, 
accompanied by a drawing, consisting of 
crossing curves, which does not seem 
represént any tangible object. ey 
Mr. Donaghy certainly has a sensitive 
instinct for beauty, and not beauty of 
words alone. Unlike most of our rebels 
against metrical confinement, he is no 
champion of ugliness ; there is in his verse 
nothing subversive of the ordinary 
standards of life. Although we cannot 


pretend to follow the intricacies of his. 


thought, or to wring lucidity from some 
of his more obscure language, we can 
recognise in his images the ancient beauty. 
He loves the conifer that tops the mist at 
dawn, the apples and wild rose of Eden, 
the marshalled clouds of evening. He is not 
content with fair images; he has a philo- 
sophic bent, and knows what it is, in con- 
templation, to be ‘‘drunk with peace.’’ 
He can say a fine thing; he can speak of 
the coward as him “ to whom the unpass- 
able hurdle is world’s limit,’’ and of the 
sensualist as one who inhabits a “ rat’s 
nest,” his ‘‘ sufficient palace.’’ He has a 
bolder vision than most of our young poets, 
although it is too abstract, too little of 
the sensuous earth. 

Mr. Donaghy’s book is to be weleomed 
with reserve. A poet who has not matured 
his medium, and whose ambitious imaqina- 
tion is not yet informed by experience, 
would do’ well to withhold his experiments 
from public cireulation. In “ The City” 
Mr. Donaghy gives us a sort of miniature 
Divine Comedy ; but this is a theme beyond 
the due compass of a young poet. There 
is fine sensibility in such lines as these: 
Lavize praising gentleness in the Eusts white 

spring, 
Confacitis -settling 
fighis a eountry 
Gautama teaching every ivf 
golden blésseduess, 
Christ. by his. sympathy, 
till se possessed of all, 
Even in men’s despite i 
Unliffed on the cross af last for sign of victory. 
Above the towns and fields that with rich patterns 
clothe the plain. 
Upsending of their gold and saturate red to be a 
woren plat under Ilis feet... . 
But why are they not printed as prose, 
seeing that they differ in no substantial 
fashion from a rhythmical prose? The 
subject and the contemplative mood call 
for the more emotional rhythm of verse. 

We feel that the writer's failure to use 
verse goes with vagueness of meaning. It 
is as he perfects his form that a poet 
clarifies his thought. Mr. vr we 
evidently has been generously moved, but 
to dash down words like rough impressions 
is not to communicate his vision to his 
reader. Let him compare his verse on 
Mutability (‘‘ your tarnish is upon all 
bright things ’’) with Spenser’s golden and 
unforgettable stanzas on the same theme, 
to learn how thought gains in poignancy 
from perfection of musical expression. 
We expect to hear more of this poet; but 
though he has sighted his altar on the

“EQUALITY OF INCOME 
AND NOTHING ELSE.” 


aw ee ee

LADY asked Mr. Shaw.to write her a 
letter explaining Socialism. A large 
volume Of nearly five hundred pages 
(“The Intelligent Woman's Guide to 
Socialism and Capitalism.” Constable. 
15/- net.), published to-day, is the 
result. “I could go on like this 
for years,” he announce. cheer- 
fully on page 443. Indeed, “many 
intelligent women and intelligent men 
could read Mr. Shaw for years—on and 
offi—discoursing, as he does in this. volume, 
on the art of life, on marriage, religion, 
bringing up children, vaccination, on thé 
ignorance of doctors and men of science. 
on Brigham Young (the Mormon), . the 
curse of drink, party politics, and, 
Socialism. The difference between “The 
Intelligent Woman’s Guide to Socialism 
and Capitalism’’ and most other books on 
the same subject is that ‘‘ you might read 
a score of them without ever discovering 
that such a creature as a womawmW had ever 
existed. In fairness let me add that you 
might read a good many of them without 
discovering that such a thing as a man 
ever existed.’’ 

Most of the literature about Socialism 
and Capitalism is written’ “un an 
academic language which, though easy and 
agreeable to students of economics: ig ‘wi- 
bearably dry, meaning wnreadable; “to. 
women not so specialised.”’ Another 
general defect of writers on this subject is 
that none of them say what Socialism 
means; “so I had to do it all over again 
in my way and yours.”’ 


SOCIALISM DEFINED. 


‘* Socialism,’’ according to Mr. Shaw, 
‘means equality of income and nothing 
else. Whoever has reached this conclu- 
sion, by whatever path, is a Socialist ; and 
whoever has not reached it is no Socialist, 
though he or she may profess Socialism or 
Communism in passionate harangues from 
one end of the country to the other, and 
even suffer martyrdom for it.” The work 


of the world mainly is done, he contends, 
by persons receiving equal pay and fees 
which definitely are fixed. He mentions, 
for example, policemen, soldiers, labouyers, 
judges and doctors. Apparently, what he 
hopes for is that all persons, no matter 
what work they do, should receive fixed 
rates of remuneration. This primeiple 
should. be applied—we hope we have sum- 
marised fairly what Mr. Shaw calls ‘‘ the 
equal plan’’—in every branch of human 
activity. A millionaire, in “‘ the equal 
plan,” presumably would be as extinct as 
the brontosaurus. 

Mr, Shaw is intensely ‘‘ forward-Jook- 
ing,” to use an American expression, and 
he assumes that equalisation of income 
has been facilitated, and will be facili- 
tated more in future, by labour-saviny 
devices and other modern inventions. He 
scarcely takes into account how many of 
these inventions we owe to the resouree 
and orgavising power of individual, who 
would not have been tempted to exert 
their powers fully by the pay of a civil 
servant. This, ho doubt, is a very shock- 
ing commentary on human nature; but 
Mr. Shaw makes the mistake, surprising 
for him, of expecting that people will be 
more reasonable in the future than thev 
have been in the past. 


FAREWELL TO FREEDOM. 


Mr. Shaw’s Socialism wil] result in an 
enormous increase in the number of what 
Mr. Micawber would call ‘‘ the minions of 
power.” “ We shall have to train and 
employ no end of women and men as 
public servants.’’

Of liberty, as most people understand 
it, there will be a great deal less. 
Socialism, we must infer, on no account 
would allow you to loaf and invite your 
soul. It would not allow you to produce | 
dramatic and other artistic masterpieces, 
unless you made up for it by doing some 
useful work as well. ‘‘ Under Socialism 
you would not be allowed to be poor. You 
would be forcibly fed, clothed, ledged, 
taught, and employed, whether you liked 
it or not. If it were discovered that you 
had not character and industry enough to 
be worth all this troubic, you might pos- 
sibly be executed in a kindly manner: trait 
Whilst you were permitted to live you 
would have to live well.’ 


THE BIBLE BANNED. 


People still may be shot down, and 
coerced in other ways, for their own good. 
("A general strike is a form of national 
suicide which sane people are bound to! 
resist by every extremity of violent coer- 
cion.’’) Mr. Shaw seems fully to agree 
with ‘‘ Capitalist Tyranny upon this.

| An Old Gallows Green. 


The new police barracks to be erected in 
Enniskillen will be upon the site of the 
old County Jail, which had been tossed in 
1910 and converted into what is to-day the 
County Hall. The jai] had been originally 
built upon what was the Gallows Green, 
in 1818, where public hangings took place 
in those dcys, and within the walls of the 
old jail, which are still standing, still lie 
the remains of those who had been hanged 
over the steps leading to the entrance 
door (the present entrance). The first of 
these hangings was in 1829, when John 
Rutledge, a prominent Orangeman, was 
hanged for shooting at (not murdering) 
Captain Constantine Maguire, of Tempo. 
Baron M‘Clelland, the Judge of Assize, 
told the jury that thev “ought to find 
Rutledge guilty,” and later tore up in 
open court the jury’s recommendation to 
mercy. The last public hanging took 
place in 1849, when two men were hanged 
for murder. 


End of the ACaguires. 


Captain Constantine Maguire was the 
last of ‘' The Maguires’’ to reside in the 
old ancestral house at Tempo, Co. Fer- 
managh. He was destined, however, to 
have a tragic end. He sold his home and 
went to reside in Tipperary, and on Ist 
November, 1834, he was shot through the 
heart and his head battered in. His 
younger brother, Captain Bryan Maguire, 
succeeded, and in the following year he 
was buried at Finglas, Co. Dublin, and 


no stone marks his place of burial. His 
only son Charles went to Australia as a 
common seaman, and was lost; but “ truth 
is stranger than fiction,” and as in 
romance his son Hugh returned home to 
Fermanagh in 1910, claimed the title 
‘“The Maguire,’’ and got what was left of 
the old family estate and resided in 
Tempo. He died in 1915, and later his 
brother Philip also died. Whatever re- 
mains of the ancient Maguire estate is now 
in Chancery. 


Weymouth’s Trial. 


So Weymouth has not ‘‘ zone West ” on 
a tidal wave after all. 1 suppose that I 
should have said ‘‘South’’ instead of 
“West,” as the prophesied attack was to 
have come from the English Channel. I

I have just been sent the ninety-sixth 
annual report of the Royal Zoological 
Society of Ireland. The '' Zoo"’ is rapidly 
approaching its centenary, and I suppose 
the Council of the Society will organise a 
fitting jamboree to celebrate its hundredth 
birthday. In the meantime, it would be 
well if Irish people generally, and Dub- 
liners in particular, were to display more 
active interest in supporting these most 
attractive gardens. I see by the report 
that forty-seven annual and fourteen life 
members were elected last year, and that 
there were thirteen new garden subscribers. 
Far more people should join the Society ; 
for due allowance should be made for an 
annual loss of membership through death 
and other causes, and if the Society is to 
fulfil its duty, it should get support in the 
way of membership. 

I am a fairly frequent visitor to the 
*** Zoo,’’ and always find something new 
and interesting to see there. One thing 
that has always struck me is that you see 
the same keepers taking an active interest 
in their charges. It is said that old 
soldiers never die, and certainly the 
keepers of the ‘‘ Zoo’’ seem to fill the bill. 
I believe that Flood, the keeper of the 
lions, has been in the employment of the 
Council for forty-seven years, and Kenny, 
who has charge of the elephants, has about 
thirty years’ service; while Supple, the 
head keeper in the monkey house, is the 
third generation of the fzmily. His 
father and grandfather died in the service 
of thé Society, and he himself has seen 
over twenty years” service. “This speaks 
well for the esprit de corps of the staff and 
the consideration wnich the Council dis- 
plays to its employes,

With 1,200 new houses at the 
Marino end, and another beautifully 
designed suburb, containing 400 houses, 
at Drumcondra—with new churches and 
new schools—it seems as though the new 
highway is destined to become the main 
artery of something that will more closely 
resemble a new city than merely a new 
suburb. Altogether it is well worth a 
visit. 


Portrane. 


My latest acquaintance with these 
suburban developments was on one even- 
ing this week when I was tempted to 
spend a shilling on a ’bus ride through 
Drumcondra, Santry and Swords to 
Portrane. Though I have paid many 
previous visits to Portrane, the ‘bus 
delivered me to-my surprise at a new and 
unexplored point on the north side of the 
peninsula, and at the southern end of the 
splendid beach which runs from Portrane 
through Rush to Skerries. What struck 
me most forcibly was the possibilities of 
this almost unknown beach. now that it 
is linked up by ‘bus services which. run 
through the new Drumcondra area. It 
seemed to indicate that even Portmarnock 
might soon be out of date for Dublin sea- 
siders. 

Somebody else, apparently, anticipates 
developments of this kind, because I found 
a number of young men busy on the side 
of the strand erecting a quite formidable 
building, which to be used as a tea- 
rooms and refreshment saloon. I also 
found that the Great Northern Railway 
is awake to the possibilities of Portrane, 
and that the company now runs a modern 
"bus service between the strand and 
Donabate railway station. I heard it 
said recently that ‘bus services mean 
something like the game of “ general 
post,” translated into. terms of where we 
are going to live, and where we are going 
to find our playgrounds within the next 
few years. 

The changes which already have taken 
place are sufficient to indicate that the 
people of Dublin even now have begun 
the game of ‘‘ general post,” and soon 
will distribute themselves over wide areas, 
which were only familiar to their fore- 
bears in railway guides and maps.

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MARS AND JUPITER. 


THE “HEDGING” PROPHETS. 


> — 
(From Oar Astronomical Correspondent.) 
THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is an evening star, at his 
greatest elongation East of the Sun on the 
3rd. He sets after 10 p.m. for a few days 
in the early part of the month, and after 
9 p.m. till the 20th. There is, therefore, 
a good opportunity of seeing him at 

resent. He should be looked for about 
ó p.m., low in the North-West. He is in 
Inferior Conjunction with the Sun on 
the 20th. Venus will be in Superior Con- 
junction on July 1st, and is too near the 
Sun during June to be visible. 

Mars rises between 1 and 2 a.m. during 
the month, till the 20th, and between mid- 
night and 1 a.m. after that date. He is over- 
taking Jupiter, and the two planets will 
be close together in the end of June, 
though their actual conjunction will not 
take place till July 3rd, when they will 
approach within a third of a degree of 
each other. At that time they will be 
rising about fifteen minutes after mid- 
night. They are to be looked for nearly 
due East. 

Jupiter rises half an hour later than 
Mars in the early days of June, and 
within a few minutes of the same time as 
the red planet at the end of the month. 
Both planets are coming into a period of 
favourable visibility, and will be better 
placed for the observer during the later 
summer months and the early autumn 
than either has been for some years. 
Jupiter shares with Saturn and the Moon 
the position of favourite object with the 
possessors of small telescopes. Mars is too 
. difficult for smal] instruments, except for 
a few days at the time of his nearest 
approaches to us. 

Saturn is in Opposition on the 6th, 
rising at sunset and remaining above the 
horizon all night. Owing to his low 
Southern Declination, more than 20° below 
the Equator, he will not be very well seen 
this year, nor for several years to come. 
He is the slowest of the five conspicuous 
planets, and takes more than two years 
to pass through each of the twelve Signs 
of the Zodiac. He will not reach his 
farthest South till next year, and will 
take seven years to reach the place now 
occupied by Jupiter and Mars. A fairly 
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good view may be obtaimed of his ring 
system, which is widely open, if oppor- 
tunities be taken to observe him when 
near the meridian. 


THE MOON. 


Full Moon on the órd, at 12.15 p.m. 
Last Quarter on the 11th, at 5.51 a.m. 
New Moon on the 17th, at 842 p.m. 
First Quarter on the 24th, at 10.47 p.m. 
There will be two eclipses this month, but 
as neither will be visible in Ireland it will 
be sufficient to mention them. The first is 
a total. eclipse of the Moon on the. órd. 
As will be seen above, the time of Full 
Moon will be a little after noon on that 
date. The Moon, therefore, will be almost 
as far as possible below the horizon ol 
this country. The eclipse will be visible 
from the Antipodes, and from the Pacific 
Ocean generally, with its bordering lands, 
Western America and Eastern Asia. At 
the ensuing New Moon there will be a 
small partial eclipse of the Sun, visible 
only in North-East Russia and Siberia. 


THE SUN. 


The Summer Solstice, when the Sun 
reaches his furthest North, occurs this year 
on June 21st, at 4.6 p.m. Solar activity 
is great at present, and many interesting 


the Sun is above the horizon. On May 
6th a very curious one was observed. It 
had precisely the appearance of a drawing 
of a human eye. The eye-brow, eye- 
lashes, white, iris and pupil were all 
accurately represented. Even the fleck of 
light reflected in the pupil was there in 
the form of a streak of flame cutting into 
the “iris” above. The whole gave a weird 
impression of the Sun gazing at the ob- 
server. It was a Giant Eye, with an eye-bal] 
bigger than the Earth. On the previous 
day the same spot had been visible, but 
with nothing remarkable about it. It 
was merely a good-sized triangular group 
with several dark umbra. The eye-like 
appearance was enhanced rather than 
diminished by applying a higher power to 
the telescope. 


THE STARS. 


Only the brighter stars are visible on 
the background of perpetua) twilight 
which persists all night in our latitudes 
at midsummer. The watcher at or near 
midnight in June (and it is useless to 
watch much earlier or later). will be able 
to pick out the principal lights of 
Scorpio, Ophiuchus, Serpens, . Hercules, 
and Corona Borealis near the meridian. 
Nearly overhead is the head of Draco. 
whose two eyes glare down at Hercules. 
Antares glows redly low in the South. 
Westwards, Arcturus and Spica can be 
picked out by their superior lustre. Leo 
is setting.- In the East the wreat white 
lights of Vega, Deneb end Altair can be 
identified by their brilliancy, as Arcturus 
and Spica in the West. Sagittarius 
rising, but nothing of its sparkling 
clusters and wonderful star-clouds can be 
seen in the general illumination which 
swamps all the lesser lights. In the 
circum-polar region the Great Bear is 
descending West of the Pole. while 
Cassiopeia and Cepheus are climbing to 
the East of it. Over the horizon, nearly 
due North, gleams Capella. i 
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FALSE PROPHETS AND FALSE SCIENCT. 


The false prophet has been’ much in 
evidence of late. It is difficult to suggest 
means of dealing with these public 
nuisances, but there isone means by which 
they may always be recognised. They 
are, without exception, pastmasters in the 
art of ' hedging.’’ It has been a neces- 
sary part of their equipment from time 
immemorial. 2,500 years ago the priestess 
of the famous Oracle of Delphi had 
nothing to learn about it: and. no doubt, 
the witch-doctors of the Stone Age knew 
all about it 10,000 vears before her. 

Readers of Herodotus will remember 
how the famous Creesus. King of Lydia, 
sent deputation to the Delphic Oracle 
when he was hesitating over the question 
declaring war .on Cyrus, King of 
Versia. The Oracle answered: ‘“ If 
Croesus crosses the Halys, he will destroy 
a great empire.’’ 

‘* Good '"’ thought (‘roesus. and 
promptiv led his army across the frontier 
—~only to be defeated totally in a great 
battle, made prisoner, and his kingdom 
destroyed. 
ag told you so,” said the priestess. 

You destroyed a great empire all right 
—your own, to wit.”’ 

The enterprising person who foretold 
the tidal wave which failed to materialise 
at Weymouth, is the lineal descendant of 
the Pythia of Delphi. of Trophonius, of 
the Roman aucurs, who, as Citero (him- 
self an augur) says, could not look each 
other in the face without laughing: of 
the astrologers, the alchemists, and of all 
the other false prophets of all time. 

“ Hedging ’’ is the long suit of all these 
gentlemen. Even before the Weymouth 
fiasco, the ‘ prophet’’ began to run 
away from his prediction by explaining 
that the catastrophe might not. after all, 
take the form of a tidal wave, but that 
on the given date something or other 
would be sure to begin to happen. 
Tribulation, or disasters. or something, 
would be sure to eventuate between that 
and 1936. This is very ss?> prophesying. 
The ‘‘ prophet”’ has evidently> digested 
to some’ purpose the maxim of ‘' Safety 
first.’’ :

MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 
Mr. McGILLIGAN said that there were 
difficulties in the way of carrying out the 
Suggestions of ó áin If the amend- 
ment were to be lied to 
whole country there ai áise to be a 
radical alteration of the Act of 1859. It 


behalf of Mr. McEntee (F.F., Co. Dublin) 
moved the insertion of the following new 
sub-section in the Finance Bill :—': Section 
16 of Finance Act, 1920, is hereby amended 
by the deletion of the words, ‘equal to one- 
tenth of the amount of that income,’ and the 
substitution therefor of the following :— 

(a) In respect of an income of less than 
£400, equal to one-sixth of the amount of 
that income; and 

(b) In respect of an income in excess of 
£400, £66 13s. 4d., ether with a sum 
equal to one-tenth of the amount of that 
income in excess of £400. 

Mr. LITTLE said that the object of the 
amendment was to give greater relief in the 
case of the small earned income, as in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. In Great 
Britain the relief was one-sixth up to a cer- 
tain limit, and two or three years ago the 
Minister for Finance expressed the belief 
that one-tenth was not a sufficient distinction 
between earned and unearned income. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
he was unable to accept the amendment 
because it would mean a loss to revenue of 
£100,000. The matter had been a subject of 
discussion in that House, and he had admitted 
that there was a good deal of force in the 
arguments used. There was, of course, 
another side to the question. They could not 
Ere reliefs on the scale that they gave in 
reat Britain without losing a large pro- 
portion of their revenue. Reliefs which in 
Great Britain would not cost one-tenth of 
the revenue, would in their case cost one- 
fourth of the revenue. He could not see that 
they would necessarily be able to follow the 
British precedent in the matter of relief. 
But they must take note of what was done 
in the adjoining countries, where so many 
of their people had relations. Their rate of 
income tax could not remain unaffected by 
the rate in Great Britain. i 
As allowances had been increased in Great 
Britain, they had reached the position when 
it seemed essential that they should follow 
suit; but if they were to follow suit without 
increasing the rate they could only do it by 
reconsidering their whole scheme of allow- 
ances. At present allowances were in respect 
of children, and they were giving the same 
relief to the rich as to the poor. The relief 
proposed would give greater relief to the 
rich than to the poor man. If they were 
going to give greater reliefs to the poorer 
taxpayer they must examine their whole 


system. 

PROPOSED INQUIRY. 
He saw no reasou why, in the case of a 
man with an income of two, three, or four 
thousand pounds, a certain portion of his 
income should necessarily be at half rate. If 
they were to give additional reliefs to the 
poorer taxpayers they must examine the 
whole systeni.. 
“I would propose, he added, “to have a 
departmental examination carned out and 
have the scheme for recasting of reliefs over- 
hauled. That would enable us to give con- 
cessions to the poorer taxpayer either in 
respect of the greater proportion of earned 
income or by way of greater allowances in 
respect of children. It is a matter which 
presents a great deal of difficulty, and great 
care must be taken to see that it. did not 
involve injustice by making the lot of certain 
taxnayers worse than at present.”’ 

It was not a matter that could be done in 
a hurry, and he felt unable to accept the 
amendment. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) asked if 
it was not strange that the Minister had not 
made the Departmental inquiry already. It 
should not take more than a fortnight or 
three weeks. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that any change made 
at present would interfere with the collec- 
tion.

Mr. O'CONNELL said that he would like 
to put it to the Minister whether he would not 
consider accepting the proposal thie year and 
confining it to the lower ranges of incomes. 
The proposal that greater relief be granted in 
the case of children over 16 years who were 
at school or college would have his strong 
support. What the relief should be would 
be a matter for congideration. The general 
principle was, however, sound, 
Mr. BLYTHE said that it would be a some- 
what difficult matter to find out what the 
cost would be if the proposal was confined to 
lower incomes, but it would be a substantial 
sum, and he could not agree to it this year. 
Personally he thought that there were good 
grounds for relief for peo le with small 
incomes who maintained children at some 
institutions.

There would also be an element of unfairness 
in that people whose cases had been dealt 
with would have had to pay, while others, 
simply because their cases had not been 
reached before the passing of the amend- 
ment, would escape payment. 

Mr. McENTEE said that they had no 
sympathy with those who tried to evade 
payment of income tax, but they had to 
consider the general good of the com- 
munity, and he thought that at some time 
or cther the Minister would have to wipe out 
pas arrears. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the Revenue Com- 
missioners informed him that the passage of 
the amendment would mean the loss of 
£100,000, which would be collected, if not 
this year, next year, or the year following. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The committee stage was concluded. 

TELEGRAPH BILL. 

On the committee stage of the Telegraph 
Bill, on Section 1 Mr. LEMASS (F.E., South 
Dublin) suggested that the Minister should 
include a provision that the name and 
address to which the telegram was sent 
would not be charged for. He understood 
that the system prevailed in America, and 
the public would feel that they were getting 
something in return for the increased charge 
of the telegram. : 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the acceptance of 
the suggestion would mean a loss of about 
£24,000 Since telegrams had been adopted 
the standard length had been twelve words. 
That had been recognised as a convenient 
length, and he did not think they should 
make a change. 

Mr. McENTEE (F.F., Co. Dublin) sug- 
gested that as the minimum charge was 
eighteen pence the number of werds allowed 
should be eighteen. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that broadly speaking 
business people who had been using the 
a service had been subsidised by the 
general taxpayers, many of whom might 
never send a telegram. 

Mr. McENTEE said that he did not think 
that there was any great subsidy to the 
business community, but that the loss on the 
telegraph service was largely due to the 
sending of telegrams by people in outlying 
districts for social or amusement purposes.

RENUNCIATION OF WAR. 
THE REPLY TO AMERICA’S 


INVITATION. 


Mr. E. pe VALERA, on the motion for 
the adjournment, repeated the questions that 
he put to the Minister for External Affairs 
on Wednesday in connection with the Execu- 
tive Council’s answer to the Kellogg pro- 
posals to outlaw war. He had put these 
questions, he said, to get information about 
the attitude of the Executive Council on the 
reservations by the British Government. If 
his party could be satisfied that the Note of 
the British Government committed nobody, 
they need not trouble about it, but when they 
looked at the British reply they had reason 
for thinking otherwise, to say the least of it. 

One paragraph in the British reply to the 
American Note stated :—‘‘ Your Excellency 
will observe that the detailed arguments in 
the foregoing paragraphs are expressed on 
behalf of His Majesty’s Government ia Great 


Britain. It will, however, be appreciated 
that the proposed treaty, from its very 
nature, is not one which concerns His 


Majesty's Government in Great Britain 
alone, but is one in which they could not 
undertake to participate otherwise than 
jointly and simultaneously with His Majestv’s 
Governments in the Dominions and the 
Government of India."’ 

As a result an invitation to be an original 
arty to the Treaty was sent to the 
Ps Council. Although they had been 
told that their representative at Washington 
could not be regarded as being attached to 
the British Empire, they had the United 
States Government taking particular care to 
remind the Executive Council that it was on 
account of the request of Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain that the invitation had been issued 
to the Executive Council. 

FORESTALLED. 

When the British reply was sent it was 
published within a day or two. His plea for 
urgency in the matter over a week ago was 
not listened to, and the very thing he had 
hoped to forestall had taken place—namely, 
that the reply had been sent without that 
House being taken into the confidence of the 
Executive Council. 

He thought that they should get from the 
Government a general iffdication of what 
their policy was. 

He understood that sometimes it was diffi- 
cult for the Executive to take the House 
into its confidence. It might interfere with 
its hope for success by talking freely, but 
here was a case for open negotiation. He 
claimed that there should be no plea by the 
Executive Council for secrecy in this case. 
It should be open and above board.

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Italy’s Problem. 


: A correspondent of The Times 
in arresting terms, Italy’s most urgent 
problem—the problem of population. At 
the end of 1926 Italy had a population of 
forty millions. The annual increase is 
from ten to eleven per thousand; the 
birth-rate exceeds 32 per thousand in the 
five southern provinces, and the death-rate 
is falling Steadily.

' It is probable that the number of 
emigrants to the New World between 
1899 and 1914 exceeded four millions ; and 
for some years after the Great War there 
was a huge influx of Italians to the 
southern parts of France. Now the United 
States have restticted Italy’s annual quota 
to eight thousand ; Brazil offers few oppor- 
tunities ; Australia is inhospitable ; 
France, alarmed by the size of the Italian 
invasion, begins to close her door. One 
possible solution of. the problem of over- 
population finds no favour with the Fascist 
Government, and may be dismissed—as 
this writer dismisses it—in a sentence.

The Nightingale. 

The song of a nightingale. uttered in 
Berkshire, has been heard in New 
Zealand. During an interval a 
London dance programme a Wellington 
‘‘ wireless’’ Jistener, on Tuesday evening, 
“- picked up ” the notes transmitted from 
Pangbourne py a short-wave experl- 
mental station; and the song was reported 
to be ‘‘ perfectly clear and sweet.” The 
‘‘yadio’’ engineers had great difficulty in 
locating the bird. Four separate wires 
were run out from the control point, 
established in a private house at Pang- 
bourne. Two of these were brought to 
the edge of a coppice; a third was led ‘to 
a point half a mile distant, and the 
fourth to one about 200 yards from the 
control. These positions were selected on 
the basis of the localities in which a 
nightingale’s song had been heard on the 
previous evening. Only one of the four 
microphones, however, was employed 
during the broadcasting, which actually 
included two periods of six minutes each, 
near midnight. ‘This was the first time 
when such an “ item ” was heard in New 
Zealand, but it cannot have been the first 
time when the ‘‘liquid notes that close 
the eve of day’’ were sounded in the 
Dominion ; for last year four nightingales 
were imported from England, The results oi 
the experiment are yet to be learned. Of 
the five continents, this most famous of 
native to only three, 
Australia and the Americas know him 
not. Moreover, while the nightingale 
flourishes in England, he has refused con- 
sistently to visit Ireland; and so the gift 
of his song, by science’s youngest miracle, 
is not Jess: welcome bere than in the 
remote Antipodes.

INVITATION ACCEPTED. 


In the Dail last night. Mr. MecGilligan 
said that the following Note had been sent 
to the United States Minister :— 

“ Excettency,—I have the honour to 
acknowledge receipt of Your Exéellency's 
Note of 22nd May, referring to the draft 
treaty for the renunciation of war, and 
extending an invitation from your Govern- 
ment to the Government of the Irish Free 
State to become one of the original parties 
to the proposed treaty. 

“The Government of the Irish Free 
State warmly wélcome the action of the 
United States Government in initiating 
this further advance towards the main- 
tenance of general- peace. They are in 
cordial agreement with the general prin- 
ciple of the draft treaty, which they con- 


fidently hope will ensure the peaceful 
settlement of future international 
disputes. 


“Sharing the view expressed by the 
Secretary of State of the United States 
in his speech before the American Society 
of International Law, that nothing in the 
draft treaty is inconsistent with the 
Coyenant of the League of Nations, the 
Government of the Irish Free State accept 
uvreservedly the invitation of the United 
tates Government to become a party to 
the treaty jointly with the other States 
similarly invited. 
“The Government of the Irish Free 
State will be glad, therefore, to partici- 
pate in, and to further by every possible 
means, the negotiations which may be 
necessary for the conclusion of the pact. 
“Accept, Excellency, the renewed 
assurances of my highest esteem.

CAPETOWN, Thureday. 
The ceremony of hoisting the new national 
flag of South Africa was performed through- 
out the country to-day, this being the anni- 
versary of the declaration of the Union. “A 
bitter controversy in regard to the displace- 
ment of the Union Jack by the new flag was 
continued up to the eve of the ceremonies. 
At Capetown the unfurling of both flags 
was performed by the Governor-General, the 
Earl of Athlone, in the presence of the Prime 
Minister (General Hertzog), General Smuts, 
and a huge crowd. 


General Hertzog said that ‘the national 
flag reminded South Africans of 
their freedom, and proclaimed _ to the 


world the ultimate impotence of war against 
the irresistible might of peace. 

General Smuts said that the new flag was 
unlike its sister flag of the British Empire 
It was still young and undistinguished, a 
thing for coming generations to live for, and 
if necessary. to die for. 

The hoisting of the new flag was followed 
by riots in different parts of the country. 
The Union Jack was waved by many in the 
crowds, who “held .up ” street cars which 
were not carrving at. 

The police in Capetown had to charge the 
crowd with drawn batons. 

People carrying the new national flag were 
attacked by other crowds, and the flags were 
torn and trampled underfoot. 


THE POSITION IN NATAL. 
Throughout Natal, where British. residents 
predominate, the Union Jack was displayed 
everywhere. The ceremony of hoisting the 
rational flag being ignored by the public. 

In Grahamstown during the night the ropes 
of the flag poles were cut by some persons 
unknown, thus delaying the hoisting cere- 
mony.

POLICE STONED.

‘Two small Union Jacks placed 
on top of the flag-poles were taken down by 
the police.

of the port, were vested in the Corporation. 
Under the same Charter. Waterford enjoyed 
at one time the exclusive privilege of 
allowing boats to land in the estuary. This 
Charter was confirmed by Charles II. and by 
subsequent Sovereigns, and under these the 
Corporation was tne harbour as well as the 
municipal authority since 1816. The statute 
ef 1919 merely licensed. the Harbour Board 
to enter the river and sink or deepen it, as 
thev thought fit, and ‘to erect siaging, etc., 
for shipping purposes; but the ownership of 
the quays still remained vested in the Cor- 
poration. Owing, however, to this  extra- 
ordinary arrangement, the’ Harbour Commnis- 
sioners enjoyed all the privileges of ownership 
of the quays, but were free ot any obligations 
pertaining to ownership. They were also 
exempt from rates, though their undertaking 
was valued at about £3,000. Waterford 
continued as a free port up to 1919, when the 
stress of war conditions compelled the Cor- 
poration to charge dues on goods and ships 
entering the harbour, which dues, under an 
ancient regulation, went to the Harbeur 
Board, provided that they paid one-third to 
the Corporation. Yet, since 1919, the Harbour 
Board had paid no contribution to the 
Corporation, either directly in payment. or 
indirectly by way of rates.

” In a desert of debate on the Committee 
Stage of.the Finance Bill, where statistics 
flourished like cacti, Mr. Alfred Byrne's 
amendments, intended to alleviate the lot 
of “the trade,” provided ah oasis of 
brightness. 

As a matter of fact Mr. Byrne considered 
that there was too much brightness about 
the affair. He considered that the House 
was treating a very serious subject with 
altogether too much levity. 

There were thirty-four members in the 
House when he rose to move for a rebate 
from Excise duty on beer, and, taking 
advantage of the absence of the National 
J.eague Party, he spoke from Mr. Coburn’'s 
seat. 


LEVITY REBUKED. 

He arcued the case for the rebate with 
positively portentous solemnity, and was 
much annoyed when his assertion that the 
persons engaged in the licensed trade were 
“all decent men of the highest character °’ 
was greeted with smiles. “ It is not,”’ he 
declared indignantly, “an occasion to 
sneer at men of this type when their very 
existence is threatened.’’ 

“Will you explain,” asked a Fiania 
Fail back bencher, ‘‘ why these ventlemen 
reduced the price of the bottle of stout 
from eightpence but did not reduce the 
price of malt?” 

Mr. Byrne did not explain, and neither 
did any of the publicans who supported 
his amendment. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., followed Mr. 
Byrne's example and did not speak from 
his own seat, when he rose to support the 
amendment. He did nut speak from any 
seat. Tripping lightly down the gangwars, 
it looked for a moment as if he was yoing 
to occupy the seat of the Minister for 

Justice, but he pulled up short at the last 
| moment and delivered his address to the 
jury from the yvangway, with one hand 
resting lichtly on the back of the Minis- 
terial seats. 


“ THEY ARE HONOURABLE MEN.”

A “SOLID” OPPOSITION. 

The demand for a serious treatment of 
the subject demanded by Mr. Byrne, was 
fully met by Mr. de Valera, who inti- 
mated that the Opposition would “ go 
into the lobby in a solid body against this 
amendment.’’ He, for one, did not believe 
that a reduction in the duties would re- 
sult in such an increase in consumption 
as would make up for the i 
revenue. In any case, he did not think 
they should welcome increased consump- 
tion. 

Furthermore, he did not believe that any 
reduction would be passed on to the con- 
sumer. Drink, he said, was “not as cheap 
as it could have been made if there was not 
so much ‘ profiteering’ going on,”’ Anyway, 
he felt that these industries were ultimately 
bound to go down, and it was unwise to hold 
oul hopes. 

NO RAY OF HOPE. 

The Minister for Finance cwtainly held out 
very little hope. He said bluntly that there 
was no prospect of a reduction next year or 
the vear after. As regards all the talk about 
increased consumption, he pointed out that 
there was a reduction of the beer duty in 
Great Britain in 1923-24 which resulted in an 
increase of 10 per cent. in consumption, but 
a decrease of considerably more than that 
in revenue. Even if a ten per cent. in- 
crease in consumption followed the suggested 
rebate in the Irish Free State, there still 
woujd be a loss of £450,000 in revenue, 

After hearing a good deal more to this 
effect, Mr. byrne threw in the sponge, and 
withdrew his amendment, together with an- 
other one of similar import. 

ENGLISH SCHOOLBOYS’ VISIT. 

The discussion of the Finance Bill lasted 
until 950 p.m., when the Committee stage 
was disposea of. There were twenty-three 
amendments, Mr.. McEntee being responsible 
for no fewer than seven, while the’ Labour 
members shared six between them. In many 
cases the amendments were withdrawn after 
debate. 

During the Finance debate the Dail had an 
nnusual party of visitors—a master and a 
score of boys from the South Manchester 
Grammar Scnool, West Didsbury, who are 
in camp in Anglesey, and were paying a 
flying visit to Ireland. Every boy carried 
a camera slung from his shoulder in a case, 
but no attempt was made to take a time ex- 
bos of the legislature. The party remained 
or about half an hour. 

COST OF TELEGRAMS. 

The Finance Bill having been dealt with 
most. laboriously, the House polished off the 
Committee stage of the Telegraph Bill in a 
few minutes, the only incident of note in the 
debate being Mr. Lemass’s suggestion that, 
in order to compensate the general 
public for the increased minimum cost of tele- 
rams the name and address of the addressee 
Should be sent free. 

“Nothing doing” summed up 
Bivthe’s attitude towards this proposal. 

The debate on the Vote for the Ministry 
of Education was then resumed, and Mr 
Frank Fahy held forth in Irish for some 
twenty minutes. 

“I have listened to Deputy Fahy with 
delight,” said Mr. Sheehy, of West Cork, 
“and I want to congratulate him on the 
eloquent and powerful address he has given 
us in the language of our sires. The one re- 
gret of my life is that I was not 
follow him.” 

A HELPLESS HOUSE. 

The House collapsed into helpless laughter, 
“Which was renewed when the Speaker, it 
being now 10.30 p.m., asked him if he was 
going to move the adjournment of the 
debate, and Mr. Sheehy, staring at him in 
bewilderment, ejaculated, “What?” 

“Is the deputy going to move 
Adjournment of the debate?’ asked 
Speaker. 

“'Well,”’ said Mr, Sheehy, 
fhe debate on the next occasion. 

As soon as he could make himself heard 
tihove the laughter, the Speaker asked again 
ii the deputy was going to continue the 
debate when it was resumed. 

“I am bubbling over with it, sir,’ 
Mr. Sheehy. 

The Speaker let it go at that. 

THE KELLOGG NOTE, 

At 10.30 Mr. de Valera again raised the 
question of the Kellogg Note to outlaw war, 
and desired to be told what was the 
attitude of the Executive Council in regard 
to the reservations in the British reply. He 
condemned the secrecy maintained regarding 
the Free State’s reply, and said that the 
British reservations were merely a cover for 
wars of aggression in certain parts of the 
earth. If these reservations were accepted, 

Free State would he recognising the 
right of imperialistic nations to hold other 
nations subject to their will. The Opposition 
wished to dissociate themselves from anv 

such recognition. i 

The Opposition leader made it quite clear 
that he was intensely annoyed at the fact 
that the Free States reply had been 
despatched before he had a chance to air his 
views on it. 

Mr. McGilligan, in reply, said that there 
were a series of statements expressing Mr. 
de Valera’s own views, with nothing to back 
them up. The only documents that bound 
the Free State were the documents that it 
sent out itself. The document was trans- 
mitted direct to the Free State through the 
ordinary diplomatic channels, and that in 
itself was an advance, 

Rs to the attitude towards reservations, 
why should the Free State concern itself 
with. reservations made in the reply of an- 
ether country, be it France or Britain or 
America’ ‘‘ We speak only for ourselves,’’ 
he declared vehemently; “no one else can 
speak on our behalf.’’

Mr. Kdward White, Chairman, presided at 
a meeting of the committee of the Irish Game 
Protection Association held yesterday at the 
offices, 110 Gratton street, Dublin. 

The meeting discussed correspondence with 
the Free State Ministér for Justice in regard 
to the Game [Protection Bill which shortly 
will be drafted and introduced with the appro- 
val of the Government. The several heads 
of the bill Were considered in detail, and 
replies to the Minister’s questions on several 
sy were approved. With a view to the 

tter preservation of game in the Free State 
it was decided to call a general meeting of 
members to consider the bill when it has been 
printed and issued. 

The bill to a great extent will follow the 
recommendations of the Irish Game Protec- 
tion Association contained in the advisory 
report presented to the late Government at its 
request. It will embody the general lines of 
the Fishing Act of 1925;. more particularly 
with iii Fe dealing in game, the powers of 
the Civic Guard, the method and extent of 
imposing. penalties for offences against the 
Game Laws, and the disposal of the fines im- 
posed. 

OFFICIAL RECOGNITION. 

The Chairman expressed satisfaction that 
the work of the Association during its thirty- 
seven years of existence, on behalf of every 
class interested in preservation of game—in- 
cluding coursing clubs, tenant purchasers who 
have acquired their sport rights, and others— 
had been officially recognised by the Govern- 
ment, and that the Association had been 
consulted as the authorised source of assist- 
ance and information on the subject. The 
promised legislation, he believed, would do 
much for the. country; game as a national 
asset Was as valuable as the inland fisheries. 

The audited account submitted for the 
past year showed an increase in subscriptions 
and the Chairman stated that with 
sufficient funds the work of the Association 
could be extended into several counties from 
which no support had been received of late. 
The latest returns under the head of 
importation licences’’—licences granted to 
persons not ordinarily resident in the Free 
State—indicate a recent increase in the 
number of visitors, who come over for the 
shooting. 

For the issue of firearms certificates from 
the 1st August, 1927. to the 3lst May, 1928, 
the Revenue authorities received £36,463. Of 
this amount £25,568 was in respect of £2 
licences and £10,095 in respect of 5s. licences.

ADVERSE BALANCE 
STILL FALLING. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT 
FIGURES.

The official trade statistics for last 
month, which had been issued by the 
Irish Free State Department of Industry 
and Commerce, show a further reduction 
of adverse trade balance on the figures 
fer the previous two months, and also on 
the whole twelve months’ period. 

The imports for last month amounted 
in value to £4,747,000, the exports to 
£2,905,000, and the re-exports to £47,000, 
making a total of all exports of 
and leaving a balance of 
£1,795,000 of imports over exports. In 
March last the imports - represented 
£5,629,000, and the total exports 
£3,066,000, leaving a balance of imports 
over exports of £2,563,000. The figures 
for April of last year were—imports, 
£4,890,000; total exports, £2,878,000; 
balance of trade, £2,012,000. The imports 
for the twelve months ended on the 50th 
of last month amounted to £58,687 ,000, 
the total exports to £44,198,000, leaving 
a balance of trade of £14,489,000; while 
for the twelve months ended on the 350th 
April, 1927, the imports were £58,514,000, 
and the total exports £40,929,000, leaving 
a balance of reds of £17,585,000. It will 
be seen from these figures that in the 
twelve months the adverse trade balance 
has been reduced by £3,096,000. 

TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

Great Britain sent last month goods to 
the value of £3,182,223, a falling off of 
£107,296 for the corresponding period of 
last year, while the Free State sold to her 
goods to the value of £2,390,460 during the 
month, this figure showing an increase of 
£78,932 for the same period. From Northern 
Ireland the Free State imported goods to 
the extent of £533,993, and exported to 
the amount of £405,235. The respective 
figures for April, 1927, were £587,375 and 
£415,907. 

Outside Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, the United States of America 
heads the list in relation to trade with the 
Free State. The imports from the United 
States during the month under review 
represented £350,555, and the exports to 
that country are put down at £26,035. 
Although the Free State got goods from 
the Argentina valued at £137,756, her 
exports there represented only £256. Ger- 
many is the only other country whose 
imports run into six figures: they total 
£134,439. Free State exports there were 
£11,173 in value. The total imports from 
countries other. than Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland amounted to £1,030,000, 
and the exports to £101,509. 

LIVE-STOCK. 

Cattle imported into the Free State 
last month numbered 1,296, their value 
being £15,495; and horses 188, value 
£54508. The animals exported from the 
Irish Free State were, in number and 
value respectively — cattle, 51,179, 
£845,452; sheep, 16,873, £46,590; pigs. 
25,852, £156,772; horses, 666, £84,180; 
poultry, 61,857, £11,041.

MOTHER REMANDED IN 
FERMANAGH. 

On the adjournment of an inquest yester- 
day on a three-year-old child, Sara McPhillips, 
whose body was found on Wednesday night 
in a bog hole at Drumlone, between Tempo 
and Lisheilaw, the mother, Annie McPhillips, 
Drumlone, was arrested and remanded on the 
capital charge. The child had been missing 
for some time. 

Coroner Mulligan held the inquest, at which 
Mrs. Mary Rice, aunt of the accused woman, 
gave evidence that her niece had two children, 
and lived with her now and again. On the 
lith inst. her niece took away the child, say- 
ing that she was going to get a woman to 
keep it. She washed and dressed the child 
and took her away by the hand. Returning 
two hours later, she said that she had got a 
good place for the child, and, asked where it 
was, replied that it was ‘‘away in the Free 
State.” 

Sergeant Bentley said that on Wednesday 
he. made a search of the Falls Bog’s Hole, 
and found the body in three feet of water. 
It appeared to have been in the water for 
some time. He had to use a drag to recover 
it, 

Dr. Caraher said that, with Dr. Smyth, 
he held a post-mortem examination of the 
body. The only symptom of death from 
asphyxia was the fluid condition of the blood, 
but on that one symptom it would be im- 
possible to reach a decision af to the cause of 
death. The lungs and stomach would be sent 
to a pathologist for examination. 

District Inspector Stratford said that they 
would like to have the cause of death put 
further than a possibility. | 

Dr. Caraher—There are no signs of violence 
or choking. All the signs of drowning are 
absent, and without a pathologist's examina- 
tion of the lungs and stomach it would be 
impossible to say what was the cause of 
death. The child might have died from shock 
and exposure. 

The pathologist’s report, Dr. Caraher 
added, would show whether the child was 
drowned or not, 

Further evidence was given to the effect 
that the woman was seen going in the direc- 
tion of the bog with a child, and later re- 
turning without it.

WORK OF TEAC ULTAIN 
HOSPITAL, 
——E 


The cot capacity of Teac Ultain Hospital, 
Dublin, is shortly to be increased to thirty- 
four cots, Miss Ffrench-Mullen said yester- 
day, in reading the ninth annual report of 
the hospital’s activities. The welcome gift 
of £2,000 from the Committee of the Irish 
White Cross has made it possible to begin 
the erection of the new Out-patient Depart- 
ment, in the hopé that a generous public 
would provide, by donations, the balance 
needed for the work—£2,500. hte 

Teac Ultain has no endowments ; it 1s solely 
dependent on voluntary subscriptions. Its 
stable’ income consists of the grants from 
the Corporation of Dublin and the Rath- 
mines Urban District Council—£250, and 
about £100 from faithful annual subscribers. 

The work of an infant hospital is of un- 
told value to the community; it takes the 
ailing citizen in hands on the threshold of 
life, and transforms him from a potential 
tax-consumer to a_ potential tax-provider. 
The objects of Teac Ultain are to provide 
treatment in an institution for babies under 
one year old, suffering. from non-infectious 
diseases, including summer diarrhoea, to 
train nurses for infants, and give opportu- 
nities for research into the disorders and the 
nutrition of infants. 

THE DEATH-RATE. 

Dr. Dorothy Price moved the adoption of 
the report, and spoke of the new wing of 
the hospital, which was well on the way to 
completion, The fitting up and increase of 
staff that would be necessary would cost a 
lot of money, she said, but when people 
realised the importance of the new building, 
and how much more and better work could 
be done, subscriptions would come in. Ad- 
missions to the hospital are made solely on 
the recommendation of the doctor, according 
to the need of the child; any question of 
payment by the parents is secondary. The 
death-rate recorded, Dr. Price said, may 
seem rather high. Of 179 admissions 61 
died, but cases are taken in that appear to 
be even moribund; such cases are never 
refused, because with infants one can never 
be certain that they are going to die. Twenty 
of the deaths in the hospital occurred within 
a week after the patients’ admission. In re- 
gard to the death-rate among illegitimate 
children, last year 51 were admitted and 14 
died: this year 26 were admitted, of whom 
12 died—45 in the last two years. The 
statistics for the whole of Ireland show a 
death-rate of one in three of illegitimate 
children. This is a case for inquiry and 
legislation on the subject of such babies. 

in Ethel Rhodes seconded the adoption 
of the report. She said that over four 
thousand babies and older children had been 
helped in the out-patient department, and 
the doctors had been working under great 
difficulties there. 

WORTHY OF SUPPORT. 

Dr. Delia Horne moved that Teac Ultain 
is worthy of support, and said that she could 
vouch from her own experience for the nurses 
of the hospital, both as social workers and 
nurses. It was wonderful to see so many 
cases discharged cured. 

Dr. K. Reddin seconded the resolution. 
He said that he had known the band of 
heroic workers in Teac Ultain since the in- 
ception of the place nine years ago. Looking 
round the new wing, he continued, one sees 
what can be mhar Ko by workers of high 
ideals and high endeavour. The institution 
is well worthy of Dublin’s, of Ireland’s, and 
of the world’s support. 

Dr. Collis, who had been working for some 
time in America, said that he wished to 
endorse what had been said. The work done 
was extraordinarily good, and he had never 
seen a keener team of workers, or any who 
had sacrificed themselves more for children. 
There is, he continued, no training here so 
far for medical students; that is apparently 
a great need in Dublin to-day. Medical 
students and post-graduates need opportu- 
nities to study children’s diseases; that is a 
movement that wants considering very 
seriously, 

Dr. Bethel Solomons said that the study 
of children’s diseases had been definitely 
neglected in Dublin, and he hoped that the 
subject would be included in the curriculum 
of the universities in future; it was one of the 
gs ways in which they could save child- 
ife.

Sirn,—With regard to Mr. Walker’s letter 
in your issue of to-day, it is only fair to 
piont out that when the original Senate of 
Northern Ireland was elected the majority 
did leave several seats (1 think seven or 
eight) for the minority to fill; but the latter 
refused to do so, and the majority then 
appointed some more of their own men to fill 
these places. As regards the rearrangement 
of electoral areas, to which he alludes, here 
again the present state of affairs was caused 
by the “Home Rule parties” making no 
attempt to oppose, at the Government in- 
quiries which were held, the schemes put 
forward by the Unionists, which. not un- 
naturally claimed more than they expected 
or were really entitled to get. Claims of this 
sort are always made before ‘‘ inquiries ’’— 
witness the ridiculous claim put before the 
Boundary Commission by certain people for 


|“ two whole counties and large portions of 


others.” It is the business of opponents of 
such schemes to fight them out before the 
lnguiry. 

As regards proportional representation, it 
has a fatal defect, in so much as there is 
no way to ensure that a casual vacancy 
among the minority representatives can be 
filled by one of similar views. If, as in 
the case of a local government election, the 
vacancy is filled by co-option, you cannot 
count on every majority party being willing 
to co-opt an opponent; and, if it is filled 
by a bye-election—well, we have lately seen 
one of the few minority seats in the Imperial 
Parliament (that for the combined English 
Universities, on the resignation of Mr. H. 
A. IL, Fisher) grabbed by the Unionist 
majority in the constituency. The Tory 
papers calmly boast of it as a “ Unionist 
gain’! Yet let us not grudge it to them: 
it is their only one, and seems likely to

Sir,—I am quite prepared to accept the 

Minister’s statement that “it is quite im- 
probable that Chinese bacon found its way 
mito this country in any considerable 
quantity,’’ but I should like to know where 
the bacon came from that is invoiced at 68s., 
and is intended to be supplied to Irish public 
institutions. These institutions make it a 
condition that the bacon must be Irish. First- 
class Polish or Latvian bacon cannot be 
bought at this price, and, as few Irish pigs 
are coming into the factories under 82s. to 
S4s., bacon at the price I have named can 
scarcely have come from Irish farmers. 

I think it is a matter of urgent necessity 
that the Minister should at once ask the Dail 
to put into operation the Merchandise Marks 
Act, which would enable him to insist upon 
the public being protected, in the case of 
bacon sales, by a guarantee showing the
